“like a cyclone struck it when Harsh 
and his alleged co-conspirator were ar- 
rested and charged wit the crimes. 

“We do not ask that you countenance 
these things,” Mr Conyers asserted, 

‘We only ask that you’ put this bey 
away. put him where he will no longer 
be a menace to society and do not ex- 
act that great penalty from him which 
some may think the crime merits. He 
is net normal and we shall prove it.’ 

Ju presenting its testimony Wednes- 
day, the defense made it plain that 
the charge of murder is not being de- 
nizd. No witness to refute the testi- 
mony of the state that -—Harsh shot 
down Smith was offered. Only the 
testimony of medical men was heard. 

Dr. Frank Eskridge headed the

Washington, January 16.—Federal 
prohibition entered its tenth year 
today still an active political prob- 
lem engaging attention from Presi- 
dent-elect Hoover down. 

Developments on the ninth birth- 
day of federal prohibition included: 

1. Announcement was made that 
President-elect Hoover will appoint 
an expert commission to investigate 
prohibition soon after he is inaugu- 
rated. 

2. Assistant of Treasury Lowman 
asserted prohibition is more effective 
than ever before but that states and 
local authorities must understand the 
federal government cannot become a 
Village policeman, but must content 
itself with attacking major sources of 
supply. 

3. F. Seott McBride, general super- 
intendent of the Anti-Saloon league 
announced he backs Secretary of the 
Treasury Melloi. in opposing the $25.- 
000,000 additional prohibition  en- 
forcement appropriation proposed by 
Senator Harris of Georgia. 

The recent presidential election in 
which prohibition modification was an 
issue resulted in a strengthening of 
dry forces in congress. So the chances 
of outright repeal are even more re- 
mote than before although a feeling 
is developing that all is not well with 
prohibition and that the present situa- 
tion has many unsatisfactory elements 
which require the attention of the in- 
coming adminis‘ration.

I. C.C. MOVES TO GET 
EXCESS EARNINGS 
F ROM 3 RAILROADS 


Washington, January 16.—(?)—A 
move toward requiring payment to the 


government of excess earnings of three 
of the country’s most important rail- 
roads has been started by the inter- 
state commerce commission. 

The New York Central, Southern 
and Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
railroads were notified that the com- 
mission would soon begin hearings to 
determine the amount the government 
may claim from them on earnings in 
the period between 1920 and 1927. 

The time and place for the hearings 
will be announced later. 

The orders issued ‘today follow 
closely the presentation to the su- 
preme court of the St. Louis and 
O'Fallon ease, which is intended to 
test the validity of the recapture pol- 
icy and the commission’s method of 
enforcing the transportation act. Un- 
der that law railroads are required to 
surrender to the‘ government one-half 
of the amount by which thefr earnings 
exceed 6 per cent per year on a fair 
valne of their property. No large rail- 
roads have as yet made payments un- 
der the act.

A solemn warning to stick to legit- 
imate business was given to J. T.

The frail sister of medicine made 
ber debut in an Atlanta court Wed- 
nesday in the trial of George Harsh 
for the slaying of Willard Smith in 
what has been termed a “thrill” hold- 
up on last October 16. 

Psychopathy, psychiatry, neurology, 
the Freudian theories of complexés, 
reflexes, repressions, inhibitions, reac- 
tions and emotions were introduced to 
a jury which paid marked attention to 
the delineation of the relation between 
physical ailment and mental and 
nervous maladjustment. 

An audience that packed 
inch of the courtroom and overflowed 
through every door, down the corri- 
dors, an audience that was at times 
unruly, had gathered for its first 
view of a liaison between two pro- 
fessions drawing closer day by day, 
the professions of law and medicine, 
the joining of the abstract and the 


concrete, 
Mitigation Sought. 


As had been anticifiated, the plea 
of the defense was not one of “not 
guilty” but one of mitigation for an 
admitted offense. This plea was de- 
veloped rapidly by the exposition of 
the abnormalities of George Harsh 
as an infant and through his short life 
until he has come to face a Georgia 
court on a charge of murder, which, 
it is maintained by the defense, was 
a. uncontrollable aet due to irresist- 
ible impulse. 

In laving the foundation for this 
plea, the defense introduced Dr. 
George F. Carhart, of Milwaukee, 
Wis., family physician to the Harsh 
household: Dr. Frank Eskridge, At- 
Janta physician; Dr. William F. Lake, 
Atlanta X-ray specialist, and Dr. R. 
R. Daly. alienist. They had in re- 
serve four more prominent Atlanta 
physicians, neuro-psychiatrists, neu- 
rologists. 3 

Unreal Calm Vanishes. 

The unreal calm of Tuesday had 
vanished shortly after the state rest- 
ed its case with the recall of Tom 
Kirkpatrick, soda dispenser in the 
drug store of which Willard Smith 
was manager, and L, G. Smith, broth- 
er of the slain druggist. 

Selicitor Boykin dropped 
of ease and‘imperturbability which 
-marked his gentle handling of the 
prosecution witnesses Tuesday, and 
assumed a demeanor of incredulity. 
of pugnacity, of doubt, of contempt 
for the intangible. Time after time hé 
attempted to drag into tangibility, to 
secure exact definitions and catalog- 
ing of phases of the human mind upon 
which there is only partial agreement 
among men eminent in that particular 
branch of science.

He was shown to 
have been a boy who was moody, un- 
affectionate, introspective, backward 
in school, unruly and undeveloped un- 
til he was 14, when he was taken for 
# trip around the world by bis mother 
and returned completely changed. 
Where he had departed undersized, 
delicate, he returned large, coarse. 
His hair had lost its silkiness . and 
hecome bristling, wavy, moppy. His 
eyebrows had become beetling. He 
had metamorphosed inte a bruiser. 

He was traced through preparatory 
school, private school, into collége 
and shown unresponsiveness to in- 
struction, suffering frequent suspen- 
tions and expulsions. ' 

Tour of System. 

He was traced up to the minute he 
entered the office of Dr. Eskridge 
for a thorough physical and mental 
examination, and from that point the 
jury was taken on a personally con- 
ducted tour through Harsh’'s circula- 
tery system, his nervous system, They 
viewed through X-ray pictures every 
hone in his body, every imperfection, 
every retarded growth and every alb- 
normal enlargement. 

The pituary gland. adrenal or supra- 
renal glands, the thyroid and pros- 
tate glands and the effect of their 
secretions Hpon brain and huly were 
‘subjects of lengthy exposition. The 
pressure of the blood. ranging 
vero to 20 and SO. the irregularity. 
the absence of anv maintained normal 
pressure was disclosed.

He produced a manuscript by Harsh 
which contained the words “conglom- 
eration,” “Spanish inquisition,” “hospi- 
tality” and “psychology” and demand- 
ed if a normal boy of 19 would know 
what they meant and would be able 
to use them correctly according to 
definition and the rules of grammar. 

He asked how it was possible to 
|reconcile an inferiority complex and 
the evidence that Harsh appeared 
overbearing, domineering, brave to a 
foolish degree; that Harsh was con- 
tinually in the company of boys and 


his supposed or presumed plane of 
intellectuality. e asked why, if 
Harsh detested companionship and ‘as- 
sociation, had he attended dances and 
had been in evidence at exclusive 
clubs. 
Pose of Superiority. 

_And he was answered With the 
Freudian theory, the principle upon 
which psychiatry has agreed, that the 
inferiority complex is more often than 
/not manifested by the assumption of 
|4& pose of superiority, sophistication, 


conceal from the world the inferiorte, 
that the victim himself is possessed of 
or imagines himself afflicted with. He 
was told that to disguise his aversion 
to companions the subject thrust him- 
self into companionship; That to 
cloak his distaste for intellectual in- 
dulgence he eften indulged to excess, 

The theory was never one of in- 
sanity, which is commonly assumed to 
imply complete inability to distinguish 
between right and wrong, to imply 
imbecility. But it was the theory of 
irresponsibility, of ungovernable im- 
pulse, a theory consonant with the 
ability to plan, to scheme, to recog- 
nize the natural law of self-defense 
and to know thoroughly the difference 
between right and wrong. But the 
theory of unresponsiveness to re- 
straint, either self implied or exter- 
nally exerted, 

Glandular Effects. 

It was the theory that an over ac- 
tive pituitary gland and a retarded 
adrenal gland will produce a Jess Wil- 
lard, giant in size and strength, but 
a pigmy in initiative and pugnacity. 
That excessive secretion of both pro- 
/duces a Dempsey, large, bruising. un- 
afraid, combative. That retarded xe- 
eretion of both produces that species 
known to the street as “rat” and that 
stimulated activity of the adrenal and 
compression of the pituitary will bring 
forth the featherweight, the bantam 
champion.

No “Perfect Man.” 

There was a momentary break in 
the technical exposition of the inter- 
relation of disease and psycopathy 
when Solicitor Boykin asked Dr. Es- 
kridge if there existed a perfect man. 
The witness declared that he referred 
fo normal as a standard which the 
profession of medicine had established. 
and that he did not believe there 
existed one human who would exact- 
ly fit every standard. He was asked 
if there were any “super” men, ac- 
cording tO the medical and mental 
Standards. And he replied that there 
were many who thought themselves so. 

He was asked if Mussolini would 
not be an example of this type of man 
and he replied that he had never 
examined Mussolini. 

A ripple of laughter was quickly 
stilled by Judge Thomas andthe 
technical questioning continued. 

Harsh Called Melancholy. 

Dr. Eskridge declared that Harsh 
was melancholy, never spontaneous, 
devoid of emotion, and that he fails 
to manifest interest in anything, even 
the present situation in which he is 
placed, except in that he is the star. 

Fear, according to Dr. Eskridge, is 
| the one emotion that counteracts 
| whatever of the ungovernable impulse 
| there may be. He said that unless 
fear is impressed forcibly upon one, 
such as the pain following the wound- 
ng, there is no control, He was asked 
| if psycopaths of the irresistible im- 
| Pulse variety were ever deterred by 
| the presence of policemen in uniform, 
| brardishing night sticks. and he re- 
; plied that in mgny instances these 
guardians of the law had been pres- 


/ ent at heldups, robberies and murders 
and had been brushed aside. slain or 
totally disregarded.

Dr. Carhart made a poor defense 
witness, his testimony being riddled 
by Solicitor-General Boykin in a 
sizzling cross-examination. The phy- 
sician who treated Harsh for various 
ailments during his childhood and 
who has not attended him in more than 
four years, attempted to give a medi- 
cal history of the defendant up ta 
the present. He recited that Harsh 
had had the ordinary 
hood, suffering from an infected tooth 
at the age of 13. and two severe at- 
tacks of rheumatism, one when he was 
seven years old and the second seven 
years later. 

“Scholastically Inadequate.” 

“In my opinion George Harsh is 
scholastically inadequate,” Dr, Car 
hart said. “He attended private 
schools and studied under a number 
of tutors and to my knowledge has 
never received a diploma or degree 
of merit from any institution.” 

Leaping to his feet as the Milwau- 
kee physician finished his testimony, 
Boykin proceeded to gain admission 
from the witness that he had not ob-

Beginning his testimony, Dr. Esk- 
ridge read a long prepared report of 
Harsh’s mental and physical condi- 
tion, both of which his report said 
were abnormal. He said that he had 
been summoned by counsel for defense 
to make a complete report on the ac- 
cused youth and invited to call into 
consultation any specialists he saw 


fit. 
Harsh’s Life Traced. 

Like the preceding witness, Dr. 
Eskridge in his report, which he read 
in full and accompanied with a dis- 
play of X-ray photographs, traced the 
history of Harsh’s life from a medical 
standpoint, reporting that the boy had 
been frail at birth, had been reared 
on a bottle and when less than two 
years old suffered a severe injury to 
the head when he fell down some 
stairs at the Milwaukee home of his 
parents. 

“Harsh had all of the ordinary. dis- 
eases of childhood and some extraor- 
dinary,” Dr. Eskridge said. “He had 
two severe attacks of rheumatism and 
at the age of 13 years suffered severe 
pain and no doubt permanent injury 
from an infected tooth.” : 

His physical and mental condition 
at that time was in such a state that 


he be taken on a long trip, Dr. Esk- 


bey took a trip around the world. 
Beyond Normal Growth. 


“When he returned to Milwaukee 
there was every evidence that he was 
beyond his normal growth,” Dr. Esk- 
ridge reported. “He was built out of 
many of his most im- 
portant organs were abnormal. There 
were many signs of abnormality both 
in his body and in his mind.” 

Dr. Eskridge said that his study of 
Harsh’s life revealed that these ab- 
normalities grew in the immediately 
steceeding years until at present his 
physical condition is.n.uch above nor- 
mal and that his mind is in such a 
state that he ‘s unable to control any 


| impulse.” 


The witness went into a long and 
technical discussion of the youth's 
ailments, having to stop many times 
to explain, to judge and jury as well 
as c@unsel, the meaning of a number 
of medical terms he used. 

Uncontrollable Emotions. 


Translated into courtroom lan- 
guage, the doctor refused to say that 
he considered Harsh of unsound mind, 
that he merely had emotions that he 
was unable to control, such a ger a 
Vv 
his abnormal physical .condition. 

“The word insane” is not used in 
medicine,’ Dr. Eskridge said. “Harsh 
a psychopath. He is of unsound 
mind and very abnormal physically.” 

The witness recited a history of the 
boy's family and the various illnesses 
its members have undergone, stressing 
the fact that his father, George 
Harsh, Sr., a Milwaukee shoe manu- 
facturer, died in 1921 as the result of 
a nerve disorder which he said “prob- 
ably was brought about by an inl.cr- 
ited deadly, contayious and supposedly 
incurable disease.” 

In explaining his belicf that disease 
was prevalent, Dr. Eskridge said that 
though there are other things which 
might have induced the nerve disor- 


photographs, covering the entire body 
of the defendant. 

“There are abnormalities every- 
where,” Dr. Lake testified,” but chief- 
ly on the left side of his body, one 
of the most predominant of which is 
the left shoulder which my _ photo- 
graphs show is about half an inch 
higher than the right.” 

Dr. Lake also testified that his pho- 
tographs revealed an enlargement of 
the thyroid, an enlargement of soft 
swelling of the ‘soft structures over 
the anterior cervical region and some 
caleereous deposits are seen along the 
left border of the fifth, sixth and 
seventh cervical vertebrae, apparently 
in the cervical muscles and indicat- 
ing, though not positively, prevalence 
of the incurable disease Dr. Eskridge 
had previously testified he believed ‘to 
be present in Harsh’s system. 

Dr. Lake’s testimony for the most 
part was identical wit’ that of Dr. 
Eskridge pertaining to the X-ray pho- 
tographs, it being offered by the de- 
fense merely as a corroboration of the 
report given by its chief witness. 

Dr. Lake was cross-examined at 
length by Solicitor General Boykin, 
but his eross-examination developed 
into merely a transistion of medical 
terms into plainer English, for the 
benefit of the jury, counsel and spec- 
tators. 

Dr. Sales Testifies. 

Dr. Sales, an X-ray specialist with 
17\ years of experience, another de- 
fense witness followed Dr. Lake. He 
said. that his photographs also indt- 
eated the same physical and mental 
deficiencies in Harsh that had been 
shown by Dr. Eskridge and Dr. Lake. 

“There is no question but that 
Harsh has an abnormal body and an 
abnormal mind,” Dr, Sales said. 
“Bach one of the pictures I have tak- 
en clearly shows that he is far out 
of the ordinary.” 

.The state scored a point when So- 
licitor General Boykin, in his cross- 
examination of Dr. Sales brought the 
witness to admit that in his opinion 
abnormalities, both in body and mind 
oftentimes are acquired by habit. 

“Tt is true that abnormalities some- 
times are acquired by habit,” Dr. 
Sales said. “However, these cases are 
few and far between and in examin- 
ing Harsh I did not find an indica- 
tion which would lead me to believe 
that his were acquired in that man- 
ner.” 

Lacking in Mental Capacity. 


Dr. Daly, former superintendent 
of the Matteawan (N. Y) hospital 
for the criminally imsane, was then 
placed on the stand. 

Dr. Daly said that with 40 years 
of experience to back up his opinion 
he, like others of the defense medi- 
eal staff, believed Harsh toe be sore- 
ly lacking in mental capacity. 

“In the earlier years of my career 
I was exclusively in the service of the 
state of New York, studying the phys- 
ical conditions and the mental con- 
dition of its criminally insane,” Dr. 
Daly said. “Harsh has all the marks 
of a man of unsound mind. In my 
opinion he was born wrong.” 

The witness did not elaborate con 
his last assertion nor was he called 
to do so either by the state or the 
defense. 

Dr. Daly testified that in addi- 
tion to other things he gave Harsh 
a thorough mpntal test and found that 
he could not ‘apply his mind to minor 
problems given him for solution.

Dr. Daly. said that Harsh told him 
that he did not expect to kill a man 
in the hold-up, and that he regretted 
the killing, but that he shot Smith be- 
“The shoot- 
ing was practically involuntary,” Dr. 
Daly testified. 

Asked as to how Harsh slept after 
the killing, Dr. Daly said that the de- 
fendant told him that he “slept as 
well as he could.” 

When Dr. Daly was called from the 
stand, Judge Thomas adjourned court 
until 9 o’clock this morning. 

End May Come Today. 

Just how much longer the defense 
will need to present the conclusion of 
its evidence, no member of counsel 
would say Wednesday night, but it 
was believed by persons close to 
Branch and Howard and Colquitt and 
Conyers, the two firms representing 
Harsh, that this morning they merely 
will offer more corroborative testi- 
mony from associates of Dr. Eskridge 
and will conclude with the testimony 
of Dr. Newdigate Owensby, alienist, 
who with Dr. Eskridge is expected to 
provide the chief planks in the defense 
platform. 

The rebuttal is not expected to re- 
quire more than two hours and it was 
hoped by counsel on both sides Wed- 
nesday night that if arguments were 
limited the case might reach the jury 
for a decision late this afternoon. It 
was intimated that Judge Thomas was 
considering a night session if counse] 
deemed it possible to conclude before 
adjournment for the day.

In a formal statement to the court. 
the 22-year-old Canadian, charged 
with murdering two young white boys 
at his Wineville ranch and of slaying 
and decapitating an unidentified Mex- 
ican lad, declared 

“I have decided from now on to 
take charge of my own case and de- 
fend myself. I think it is the only 
way the truth can be arrived at.” 

The young defendant expressed sat- 
isfaction with the manner in which 
his counsel had conducted his case 
thus far and absolved them of respon- 
sibility for the result, “what it may 
be.” The counsel, including Norbert 
Savay and A. H. De Tremanton, of 
Los Angeles, and McKinley Cameron, 
of Calgary, Alta., withdrew from the 
case but indicated they would remain, 
for a time at least, as spectators and 
as adviser’s if Northcott should so 
desire. By Northcott’s action, how- 
ever, the attorneys are barred from 
participation in the court proceedings 

Northeott’s action was against fhe 
advice of Superior Judge George IK. 
Freeman as expessed both in private 
conference and in open court. Judge 
Freeman called his attention to the 
fact that expert testimony to be 
heard would require technical exper- 
ience in cross-examination and “pecu- 
liar knowledge of placing such mat- 
ters before the court.” 

Northcott’s original request was to 
be allowed to examine certain wit- 
nesses himself, including his nephew, 
Sanford Clark, and his niece, Jessie 
Clark, with other cross-examination 
to be conducted by his counsel. This 
the court ruled he could not do. 

“The defendant,” said Judge Free- 
man, “must elect one way or the 
other.” 

Northeott heard Judge Freeman’s 
statement in silence and “after another 
brief conference in the judge’s cham- 
bers, he announced he had elected to 
take full responsibility on his own 
shoulders. 

The prosecution withdrew its objec- 
tion to Northcott appearing without 
counsel after Judge Freeman had 
made his formal statement. 

Northcott, acting for the first time 
in the capacity of his own attorney, 
requested and was granted a court re- 
cess in order to prepare for cross-ax- 
amination of Sanford Clark, his chief 
accuser.

Anathema 
Worked. 


The formerly prosperous little Mace- 
donian town of Krushevo has now, 
after having borne it for a generation, 
been relieved of the burden of ana- 
thema, which can be, among people 
whose faith is mediaeval, a terrible 
thing. At the close of the 19th cen- 
tury it was a rich residential town 
of some 15,000 inhabitants, the Chris- 
tian church of whom followed the 
Greek orthodox rite. In 1900, how- 
ever, political, or rather national eon- 
siderations entered its religious life, 
and the inhabitants began to object 
te the Greek bishops appointed over 
its diocese. One, Bishop -Parthenios, 
somewhat rashly decided to assert his 
authority, and visited the town. Krus- 
hevo stands perched, in two sets of 
terraces, on the slopes of a moun- 
tain, and its inhabitants have a 
mountainous rockiness of spirit, so, 
Without respect for its mitre, they 
drummed Bishop VParthenios out of 
town. The bishop replied by placing 
an anathema on it. Since that time 
one disaster after the other has over- 
taken the town. The year following 
the anathema a comitadji uprising 
oecurred which the Turks suppressed. 
Since that time the city was‘a hun- 
dred times in the line of fire. It has 
1,300 inhabitants left, who petitioned 
that the interdict be lifted. This has 
just been done.

The constitution ‘says that “the 
congress shall assemble at least once 
in every year; and such meeting shall 
be on the first Monday in Decem- 
ber. unless they hall by law appoint 
a different day.” 

Under that warrant, broadly inter- 
preted, the radical republicans in com- 


plete mastery of the 59th congress 
found the way to keep congress in 
continuous session so as to be in posi- 
tion to checkmate any act of Presi- 
dent Johnson, looking to the consti- 
tutional restoration of the southern

Asks Naming of Committee. 

Alderman Murphy declared that the 
matter should have the _ thorough 
study of a group of -prominent citi- 
zens interested in the educational sys- 
tem, and made the motion that the 
committee of 12 be formed. It was 
passed unanimously. 


Among the solutions which were 
suggested was one from Councilman 
Harry York, of the sixth ward, who 
urged consolidation of the Atlanta 
system with the county systems of 
Fulton and Dekalb counties. 


“To carry on the proposed scheme 
of the school board,” Mr. York stated, 
“will require an additional tax rate 
which city council cannot raise. Ful- 
ton and DeKalb counties have a school 
tax and could operate’ the schools 
through the county system just as 
other city and county schools are com- 
hined. The city tax rate could be re- 
duced to $1 per hundred from the pres- 
ent. $1.50 per *hundred and the city 
would then have enough money to 
have an adequate police, fire and 
health department. as well as have 
enough money to keep the street and 
sewer department running full force.” 

Electrical Funds Sought. 

During the afternoon Pat Hen- 
dricks, newly-elected city electrician, 
asked the transfer of certain funds in 
the maintenance department of his di- 
vision to purchase of equipment so 
that a tower could be erected on a 
truck and the city could repair traffic 
signal lamps. This was done in execu- 
tive session from which newspaper- 
men and the public were barred. 

In addition to the large request 
from the school department, other 
large sums sought in the January 
sheet are $340,000 for improvements 
and acquisition of Candler field 
$100,000 for 50 additional policemen ;

SUPREME COURT FIGHT 
SFEN ON BOULDER DAM 


Arizona Takes Final Stand 
on Provision of Bill Just 
* Made Law. 


Phoenix, Ariz., January 16.—(4)— 


A fight in the supreme court of the 
United States to prevent execution of 
the provisions of the Boulder canyon 
dam bill was in the making here to- 
day as the result of a course decided 
upon by Arizona’s Colorado river 
commission, 

The commission yesterday author- 
ized. State Attorney Genéral E. Berry 
Peterson to file the «uit in the high- 
est court in behalf of Arizona. By 
this action the state takes a _ final 
stand to prevent the building of a 
great dam across the Colorado river 
vear the point where three states, 
Arizona, Nevada and California join. 

Since the Boulder dam project be- 
gan to take form after the signing of 
the seven-state compact at Santa Fe, 
N. M., several years ago, Arizona has 
contended that her rights would he 
transgressed if the provisions of the 
measure were made effective. 


Row Over Water Allotment. 


The Arizona-Colorado river commis- 
sion has taken the position that the 
Boulder dam bill apportions more 
water to California than that state 
should have from the stream and that 
Arizona would deprived among 
other things of her water rights. 

The commission’s action, which de- 
fined the position of the state, is a 
sudden answer to hints in the past 
fortnight that Arizona might eventual- 
ly decide to ratify the seven-state Col- 
orado pact. 

California, Nevada. Colorado, Wy- 
oming and New Mexico have ratified 
the pact which was drawn up at 
Santa Fe six years ago. BEither Ari- 
zona or Utah must enter the compact 
before the bill enacted recently by 
congress can become effective. 

Reports reaching here yesterday 
were*~that some of the other states 
concerned were adjusting their re- 
spective positions with regard to the 
river measure. 

Utah May Hold Back. 

At Salt Lake City, Governor 
George H. Dern in his message to the 
legislature urged Utah to withhold 
ratification of the Colorado river com- 
-pact until Arizona reached a decision 
on it Utah onee ratified the com- 
pact but withdrew its approval later. 
it also was learned that an unofficial 
movement was under way in Wyoming 
to withdraw ratification. 

Governor John C. Phillips in his 
message to the Arizona legislature 
vesterday declared that a tri-state com- 
pact between California, Nevada and 
this state offered the only solution 
to the Colorado river problem. He 
said the Boulder dam bill gives Ari- 
zona less water from the main stream 
than was thought right by the gov- 


ernors of the upper basin states at th 
Denver conference. 

Mulford Winsor, secretary of the 
Arizona commission, said that bod

300 PERISH AS CHINESE 


SHIP HITS ROCK, SINKS 


Hongkong, January 16.— (2) — 
More than 300 lives apparently were 
lost today in the sinking of the Chi- 
nese steamer Hsinwah. 

The vessel sank a few minutes after 
striking a rock off Waglan. 

Only 23 survivors were known to 
have been picked up, One survivor 
said that the vessel carried 300 Chi- 
nese passengers and mgst of the crew 
went down with her. 

The survivor said the vessel, which 
is owned by the Chinese Merchants 
Navigation company, left Swatow yes- 
terday at noon and encountered heavy 
seas and a strong wind. At 3:40 a. 
m. today the ship struck a rock and 
filled rapidly with water. 

It was believed that only one life 
boat was launched. In this were a 
boatswain, 15 members of the crew 
and four passengers, 

The lifeboat tossed about on the 
heavy seas for about an hour and was 


‘sighted by a junk just as the Hsin- 


wah heeled over and sank. 

The junk brought the 23 survivors 
to Hongkong. 

Another junk picked up Chief Offi- 
Jacobson and two Chinese. All 
wore lifebelts but were so numbed by 
cold that they were unable to grasp 
ropes thrown to them. The fisher- 
men jumped into the water and lifted 
them aboard the junk. 

Search for other survivors was be- 
ing continued this afternoon. 

The Hsinwah was of 1,940 tons. 
The ship was commanded by Captain 
Jensen. The chief and second engi- 
neers were British and the other offi- 
cers were either Russian or Chinese.

The few established facts in the case 
are well summarized in Dr. Adair's 
own native account of his curious 
adventures, which he submitted as a 
private report to the president of bis 
college soon after his return.

His companion, who I judged must be 
named Milliken—a small, keen-eyed, 
dark-complexioned man, with = a 
smooth-shaven face—half started from 
hia seat staring toward me with the 
most astonished expression. 

“There was something so startling 
about the manner in which hoth men 
stared in my direction that I turned to 
look behind me to see what could pos- 
sibly have so excited tthem. To my 
surprise there was no one in the vi- 
cinity, and I realized that I must be 
the object of their attention. By 
the time I had turned around again 
the smaller man had seized his tall 
companion by the arm and was im- 
pelling him toward the center of the 
crowded part of the lobby. They 
gianeced back, however, several times, 
evidently greatly agitated. 1 was com- 
pletely nonplussed and was about to 
allow myself to indicate some resent- 
ment, when, with a final glance, the 
smatier one fairly shoved his com- 
panion around the corner of a column, 
and they disappeared. 

“T recall narrating the incident to 
Proféssor Mendham on our walk 
through the campus a few minutes 
later, but until the evening of my cap- 
ture I confess that I never gave it 
another thought.

Much of Dr. Adairs account may be 
summarized as follows: He was told 
politely but firmly to make no ag 
sistance, to ask no questions, to fol- 
low instructions, and to make no 
sound without permission. 
guaranteed good treatment, and indeed 
he experienced it throughout the dura- 
tion of his captivity. Within 4 few 
minutes of recovering his senses and 
hearing the first conversation between 
his captors, the vehicle in which the 
doctor was carried rolled onto what 
he supposed to be a ferryboat. He 
smelled salt sea‘air. After what he 
judged to be ten or fifteen minutes 
the car rolled onto land again. 

About three hours later the car 
evidently passed through a large city 
since Dr. Adair acutely noted the 
heavy rumble of passing traffic, which 
endured for about a half hour. At 
several traffic stops he heard news- 
bovs shouting Bulletin, but beyond 
this he heard no identifying sounder. 
Another three hours of travel elapsed 
—then another rumble of heavier traf- 
fic and boys erying Sun. He guessed 
another city, but did not know which. 

They proceeded. After an hour and 
a half he sensed their entrance into 
a third city, but here the traffic 
rumble was much lighter and Dr. 
Adair distinctly noted the passage of 
the car around many curves because 
of the frequent sideway slides of his 
eot within the vehicle.

on. 

“The tall, florid-faced man, as we 
later established, was Rory O'Connor. 
small-town confidence man and card 
sharp—a slow-witted fellow compared 
with his smaller companion, who en- 
gineered the scheme. This was Bal- 
dassare, the Italian-American who has 
been wanted for seme years on much 
bigger stuff. 

“I have no dowbt that Baldassare, 
with his quicker wit, immediately saw 
that it was not Milliken but a man 
closely resembling him, aud it must 
have flashed across his mind that 
Milliken’s ‘double ’(Dr. Adair) should 

followed but not met face to face. 
Therefore he hurried O'Connor away 
to escape encountering Dr. Adair. 


“Upon taking up the investigation 
I had no idea, of course, who Milli- 
keu could be. I only knew from 
th. crumpled paper which Adair 
brought frpm ‘Lester's’ dressing gown 
that some had been practicing the 
imitation of the signature of EF. J. 
Milliken and therefore that Milliken 
anc ‘Lester’ were probably not the 
same man. Milliken, then, could be 
only the man mysteriously referred to 
by ‘Lester’ in the phrase: ‘Nobody 


around here has seen him in twenty |; 


years.’ 

“Impersonation of a man who has 
been away a long time led me to sus- 
pect that the man had suddenly ac- 
quired or inherited valuable property 
and knew nothing of it. And. that 
the daring kidnapers were taking ad- 
vantage of their bull-headed luck in 
encountering Dr. Adair, by making 
him pose at some transaction whereby 
money was forthcoming to Milliken 
and pocketing it themselves. Once 
given a reasonably good ‘double.’ clev- 
er forgery would turn the trick for 
the conspirators. And we may be 
sure that the men putting up the 
money, whoever they were, were get- 
ting a good bargain in return. For 
they, too, wer eobviously pleased that 
FE. 3. Milliken’ had come to Wash- 
ington and was ready to close the deal. 
It was clear from the happenings in 
the house at Washingten that the 
preparations for the actual signing of 
the deal had been going on for some 
time through ‘Lester’ posing as ‘Mr. 
Devore,’ attorney for Milliken. The 
fact that the other parties to the deal 
had apparently, insisted on getting 
a look at the ‘ong-vanished Milliken 
indicuted that the transaction was big 
enough to warrant taking some pre- 
caufion. 

“As ic turned out, I was quite 
wrong in thinking that Milliken had 
inherited money. The conspirney in- 
volved a lease of oil land in Texas 
on property he had bought as a young 
man. It was a simple matter to in- 
fer Dr. Adair’s trip to Washington. 
There I sought in vain for the record- 
ing of a dved of property from E. J. 
Milliken. There was no trace. But 
a friend of mine in the oil business, 
te whom I had told something of the 
case, noted a squit: in an oil trade 
journal a week later which gave the 
the clue needed. It set forth 
that-the El Dorado Oil Improvement 
company had just leased a large tract 
in the western part of Texas from F. 
J. Milliken, of Fredericksburg, Va., 
at the highest rental paid for similar 
land in many years. 


“T dentifying the conspirators 
through the El Dovado company was 
easy, but we never actually eaught 
up with them. The initia) payment 
on the lease--$82,000—was never re- 
covered It had been passed in a cer- 
tified check to ‘F. J. Milliken’ by the 
representatives of the El Dorado com- 
pany when ‘Lester,’ alias Baldasaare. 
posed as Devore, ‘Milliken’s attorney.’ 
Baldassare, of course, cashed it soon 
afterward, having forged Milliken's 
name to the oil land lease agree- 
ment. 

“As to just where and under what 
circumstances the real Milliken and 
the two conspirators had known each 
other, I have never definitely ascer- 
tained. In Fredericksburg J learned 
that Milliken had left theer 20 years 
befare, broken-hearted at the death of 
h . mother, who was his last remain- 
ing relative. Some say he went to 
sea; others that he was known to 
have gone to England. He left suid- 
denly, selling everything he had to 
raise money. His Texas property 
was worthless at that time, or at least 
he could not sell it. 

“But we can be sure that he fell 
in with the two confidence men (not 
knowing they were such) when all 
three were thrown together on some 
isolated island, where no doubt he 
stayed while the others eventually re- 
turned to America. I have since 
learned that Baldassare, in his young 
er days, had been a sea rover anid 
had visited Faster island, Tristan da 
Cunha, and other desolate spots. No 
doubt Milliken had at some time re- 
marked to them that he had property 
in Texas which was worthless, and

mark for the present steck, and chem- 
ical and public utility shares made 
violent spurts, 

Call money renewed at 8 per cent. 
the highest renewal rate since the 
passing of the year-end credit condi- 
tions, and held at that figure all day, 
despite the calling of about $15,000,- 
000 in loans. Time money was scarce 
around the abnormaily high rates of 
% 1-2 to 7 3-4 per cent. 

Await Credit Situation. 


The liquidation set in motion by 
the rising cal] loan rate yesterday ap- 
peared to bave run its course by mid- 
day today, despite the continued strin- 
gency, but the market was left rather 
thin, with the publie definitely hold- 
close to shore until the credit 

clears. 

Fears of a rise in the New York 
federal reserve bank's rediscount rate 
at its weekly meeting tomorrow were 
less in evidence than a week ago, but 
the opinion prevailed in brokerage 
circles that such action may be taken 
before the middle of February. A 
rise in the New York rate is expected 
to be preceded by increases in the 
rates of four reserve banks now on 
a 4°1-2 per cent rate, or by an in- 
crease in the Bank of England rate. 

An increase in the federal reserve 
total of brokers’ loans is fairly gen- 
erally expected tomorrow, but esti- 
mates are vague owing to the heavy 
finan¢ging of new investment trusts. 
There has appeared a marked disin- 
clination on the part of the New York 
banks to increase their loans on secur- 
ity collateral, and the loaning rates 


on stocks have been marked up in 
many cases. On the other hand, the 
banks have not been supporting the 
market for bills in the way the fed- 
eral reserve authorities have hoped. 


Steel Looks Good. 


Continued otimism.of the weekly 
irou and :* cl trade reviews were the 
bright spot of the seant business news 
of the day. Mill operations were re- 
ported to be holding at the December 
rates, although some delay has devel- 
oped in the placing of new orders by 
the motor companies. Steel scrap at 
Pittsburgh was advanced t about $19 
a ton, in contrast to $11 last summer. 

Allied Chemical, which closed at 
262 yesterday, a drop of 13 points, 
more than made up its loss today. 
soaring 18 points to a new record 
high at 280. Mathieson Alkali also 
shot up about 5 points on_ buying 
largely based on a rumor that Dvu- 
Pont was negotiating to acquire it. 
DuPont interests denied the rumor 
too late in the session to influence the 
stock. In the utilities, Commonwealth 
Power and Detroit Edison made «x- 
treme gains of 8 and 9 points. 

United States Steel touched 172 1-4, 
just a quarter point under the high- 
est figure since the payment of the 
40 per cent stock dividend. 

Copper Shares Stiffen. 

Bethlehem, American Steel Foun- 
dries, Colorafo Fuel and Iron and 
Vanadium were other issues in this 
group “" sell 3 to nearly 6 points 
higher. ag ja shares stiffened, and 
St. Joseph Lead jumped more than 6 
points. Automotive shares improved, 
(yntinental Motors and General Mo- 
tors selling up about 3 points and 
Electric Auto Lite jumping nearly 10 
points to a new peak. 

Borden Company gained 8S points in 
buying in expectation of a stock split- 


up and Curtiss Aer. improved on re 
ports-of an affiliation with the Cap 
troni Aviation Company of Italy. 
Pan-American Petroleum B- was 
bought ia expectation of better earn- 
ings from its new refinery. 

Radio fell 7 points, but regained 
most of its loss. General Gas & Elec- 
tric B lost more than 7 points, and 
Allis Chalmers slipped back 3. 

The commodity markets generally 
closed higher. Rubber advanced 
sharply in sympathy with the London 
market and cotton firmed up after a 
series of mixed movements.
